Plea, Describes Hard- 


ships. 


WRITES 
TO 
JUDGE 


Spokane. Dec. 6.—William E. Miller, 


a placer gold miner of Glacier Creek, 
Alaska^ives an inkling of the struggles 
of prospectors in the north country in ;i 
pathetic letter to the probate judge of 
the Spokane county superior court, pro- 


• testing against the granting of a de- 
.cree • to his wife, Mrs. Jane Miller, a 
nurse in Spokane, who instituted pro- 
ceedings for divorce charging desertion 
in 189T and failure to provide for his 
family. 
Miller says in his letter that he has 


received no notice of the pendency of 
the divorce case from.- his .wife .or her 
attorneys, but heard of the case from 
roundabout sources. He recites numer- 
ous reasons why the divorce should not 
be granted and makes a pathetic plea 
for the preservation of his home and 
fireside. To combat the charge of neg- 
lecting to provide for his family he has 
sent postal receipts to show that lit 
has sent 5800 at various times. 
Part 


of the letter follows: 


"I have slaved and worked for year: 


as no other man in the Yukon has eve 
labored, always looking forward to th 
time when I could again join my family 
in circumstances that would assure on 
independence in .the declining years 
our lives. 


"Four years I worked in the ditc 


to buiid a canal to my claim, and whe 
I had finished the work and was abou 
to start to wash out, the gold a terrib 
flood came and washed away a goo 
part of my labors. Another vcar an 
a half was then spent in repairing tl 


damage, wKen the news came last spring 
that my. daughter had been accidentally 
shot aiid killed last February, near Spo- 
kane. This news so upset me that it 
Drought 
on heart trouble, and 
for 


months I was unable to do a thing. 
Last July I again began work, and when 
about to reap the reward of the years 
of my labors I hear the' word from 
roundabout sources that my wife has 
sued for a divorce. 


"I wish to impress upon your mind 


that my home has been my first and 
last thought every day since I first 
landed here in 1SOS, and that I lovi 
my wife and family dearly. I visited 
home some time in 1901, and again 
eighteen months ago, and had I thought 
then that there: was anything of this 


i kind in her mind I would have giver 


my- daim and suffered the loss of :t!i 


y hard work rather than see my fami- 


rent asunder. I cannot help but be- 


icve there is some kind of conspiracy 
r some one lifts persuaded my wife ti 
io as she is doing, or that her mind lia 
>ecome confused through the loss, o 
icr daughter." 


Miller had negotiated a sale of a hal 


nterest in his claims to a scyndicat 
it Seattle, but sp.ys his wife wrote t 
the Seattle firm handling the trade >ind 
spoiled the deal. He asserts his claims 
are valuable, and that he expects soon 
to see then turning out gold. 


Miller requests that if a divorce must 


be granted tho court make it an inte~- 
locutory decree, forbidding the remar- 
roage of his wife, so tb.nt he may, afu-r 
his accession to wealth and return to 
civilization, again have a chance to wn 
her back.

ment is still progressing. The Korean 
Christians display praiseworthy eager- 
ness to make known the Gospel to 
their heathen neighbors. In 
China 


! there is the usual mixture of reform 


I and reaction. In one year four hun- 
i dred and eighty new postoffices were 


stablished, two new railways were j 
onstructed and opened for 
traffic, 


,nd several commissions were sent to 
Jurope to study questions of political 
economy 
and" administration. 
One 


trlklng symptom of the new era is 
h* great national exhibition at Nan- 
tins', ajlter the pattern of our interna- 
tional exhibitions. It is intended to be 
a great demonstration to the non-Chi- 
nese world of ail that Chinese culture 
ias already produced, and an object 
£sson to the Chinese themselves in 
the niany things they have still to 
learn from the.west. The missionary 
societies intend to make use of the 
opportunity to Inaugurate a great 
evangelistic effort among the vast con- 
course of people visiting the exhibi- 
tion, and have secured a building close 
to the exhibition grounds as their 
headquarters. 


Pander to Superstition. 


A comparatively 
trifling Incident 


will serve'to show what a devious 
course is being steered. The prince re 
gent had abolished, By an official de- j I 
cree, the superstitious practices 
ob- I 


served at eclipses of the sun and 
moon; yet, when an eclipse actually ! 
occurred, be allowed all the old prac- 
tices to be carried out as usual. It is 
the same with the liberal and modern 
mandarins; when drought and famine 
excite the people to uproar, they pre- 
fer, notwithstanding all their enlight- 
enment, to permit and even take part 
in idol processions and all the rest of 
the superstitious humbug, for fear of 
being lynched by the people. 


While the-tendency In government 


circles Is, on the whole, toward reform, 
the evil forces of reaction are In some 
places asserting, their power among 
the masse? of the people to an alarm- 
ing degree. Vast tracts of the country 
have been visited by drought and fam- 
ine, and the greed of the Chinese mer- 
chants has, as usual, made these cala- 
mities a pretext for an enormous rise 
in the price of. provisions. 
This ex- 


cited the starving 
populace to fury 


and caused disturbances in 
many- 


parts of the empire. Riots broke ou 
in Hu-Nan at the capital, Chang-sha 
and in Yuan-chow^and other towns o 
that province, -where popular feeling 
is hostile to foreigners,- and much mis 
slon property was destroyed. Happily 
no lives were sacrificed, at least among ' 
the Protestant Christians. With the 
help of a 'flotilla of English, German, 
Japanese and other foreign gutiboats 
the government quickly succeeded in 
quelling the disturbances. 


Good Work of Missionaries. 


In the province 01 Kan-Su, where 


there was also great distress, the Mis- 
sionaries gained the confidence of the 
people by distributing quantities of 
food and seed. 


Some foreign houses of business, to 


their shame be it said, place difficul- 
ties In the way of the Chinese In th» 
closing of the opium dens and others 
have Introduced cigarettes to take the 
place of opium. One English firm ac- 
tually succeeded, with the help of the 
British consul, In securing the reopen 
ing -of already 
closed opium shops 


The under secretary of state for India 
assured the British 
parliament 
tha 


the Anglo-Indian government 
coulc 


not shorten the period of ten yean 
agreed upon between India and Chin: 
for the gradual cessation of the im 
portatlon^oE opium, because "such 
measure would put too heavy a strai 
on Indian finances, would cause 
dis-"' 


turbances among the taxpayers 
and 


opium growers, and would be a source 
of trouble between the Indian govern- 
ment and the tributary states." In 
spite of this, however, England, as well 
as all the other civilized countries and 
China, agreed to the proposal of Presi- 
dent Taft to hold another internation- 
al opium conference.—Missionary Re- 
view of the World.
